Because of the wide range in elevation and the varied direction at 
which tho aountains and- valloye lie, climatic differences within the uounty 
are great. Through the western and aothern parts, the wintere are cold, and th 
and the euncere are cool with relatively few hot daye; the lower Greenbrier 
hirer Valley and the ridge and Valley country to the east have leee eevere * 
winters and considerably higher summer temperatures. With a few exceptions 
the nights are cool and ideal for sleeping.

r.orth-ea6tem part of the County. The Pickens station in Randolph County is more 
indicative of the north-eastern part of Pocahontas County, it shows an average 
annual rainfall of more than 60 inches and a snowfall of 100 inches.
